Probably the interest be was taking in-this 
matter might be agaiust his own interests, 
but he must say that he agreed with the 
principle of the Stamp Act and he wished 
to.make a few observations on it (cheers 
laughter). He said that the Stamp Act 
was the very best thing they conld by. any.

With 
regard to the stamp act, he saw they were 
afraid they were going to lose business by 
it, He did not think so; -but he did 
think the Governor had acted: wisely in 
thus raising funds. . Englishmen did not 
like to be taxed, but what was the best 
thing to do when you wanted money]—(a 
laugh). We wanted certain funds; we 

st have mouey to keep up the colony, 

it would remain stagnant. Well, which 

was the best way to get it? With most peo- 

ple throughout the world, a statmp act was 
the most popular—(a laugh). What. other 
tax could thev put on? Would they like an 

income:tas? Would they like insreased ttx- 

es on property! (a Jangh). - Capital was the 

thing that should be taxel; and if a tax 
was not put on capital it must fall on 

something else (laughter), With regard to 

what Mr McDowall had said about the 
Oriental: Bank, about what an enormous 
sum of. money they would have to pay un- 

der the stamp act—now really and truly 

they would have to pay: nothing of the 

kind (much laughter). ‘Then Mr McDouall 

was lubouring under tbe impression that, 
there would be astamp on cheques, But 
what if there had been? It was the party 
who drew the cheques who would‘have to 
pay the duty—not the Bank. But all the 

Bank managers are interested parties in 

this question; for it was their sharelolders 

here and elsewhere who-would Have to pay 

on their note circulation—those who live 

in England, in Scotland, and in other parts 
of the world (cheers). They would have.to 

pay that tax; and who was in a better 
position for paying taxes than those who 

were rich? (cheers and laughter) Tax 

those people who had the money. “What 

was the use of taxing the poor? You could 
not get bluod out of a post (much laughter). 

Tax the shareholders of rich institutions 
dike the Bauks and the P. & O. Compavy. 

Tt was absurd to say that the trade of the 

Colovy would be stopped because of the 
Stamp Tax... They might-as well expect it 
to stop a mighty river. Those palatial re- 
sidences could not be removed-—those mag- 

nificent houses of business could not be 
transplanted. It would take too many 
years to do. that—(a laugh ). In ‘twelve 
uionths after -this act came into force, they 
would see nothing so bad’ aout the tax. 

Why one gentleman, indeed the most re- 
spectiable gentleman in the Colony (loud 
cries of ‘oh oh,” and “name, name.”) If 
they would allow him to be heard (laughter, 

and cries “of ‘name.”) Well, Mr W. B. 

Gibb, and Mr Dent (oh oh). He had not 
intended to give their names; -but he was 
speaking to those gentlemen the other day, 

and they said ‘We do not object to the 
principle of. the Stamp tax, but we don’t 
want it for this reason,—that it will give us 
a great deal of trouble,.and we shall be 
obliged to have one or two more clerks, 
and they are very expensive gentlemen 
in this community” (loud laughter). If 
that was their only objection to a Stamp 
Act it was absurd. “There were objections 
once in England against Stamps, but ulti- 
mately it was found out that the principle 
was equitable and right, and now no one 
said a word against it. ‘There had been a 
gveat deal said at the other meeting about 
the military contribution (laughter), but 
they seemed to have been satisfied with it 
(cries of ‘‘no, no.”) He was not standing 
there to answer any one of the arguments 
about the Governor. '.

A Merve of the Shareholders of the New 
Hotel Company took place yesterday after- 
noon.- Mr Overbeck taking the chair. 

Mr Overbeck commenced by saying that 
in order to give a clear idea of the present 
position of the Company “he would. state 
the measures which had been taken by the 
Directors since its formation. 

‘Lhe Company was formed in September 
Jast. “In February last one ef the Directors 
gave notice of resignation, and repudiated 
the shares for which: he had. signed, his 
partners refusing to have anything to do 
with them. At this others took the alarm 
ana refused their shares. ‘The. directors 
had tried every means in. their power to get 
this gentleman to take the-shares for which 
he is responsible; but without success, - ‘The: 
consequence is that the matter has been 
taken into Court, but the legal adviser of 
the Company having been absent at Shang- 
hai-until very’ recently, and the Supreme 
Court being now in. vacation, it would be 
impossible to have the case come. on until 
the re-assembling of the Coart in October 
next. Thus the valuable property of the 
Company, had been lying idle, very much to 
the embarrasswent’ of the Directors, and 
interest had been accumulating. Schedules 
of the assets and liabilities of the Company 
had been prepared and. he wished the gen- 
tlemen would look them: over. and ask ; 
him any. questions they might desire. 

The number of: shares originally sub- ; 
scribed for was 2,075 ; of these the represen- 
tatives of 281 shares have either left the 
Colony or failed, leaving 1,949 shares ; 755 
shares are nut paid up, and 75 are held by 
the legal advisers of the company who have 
a claim against. it; 280 have been ~ trans- 
ferred to -the owners ‘of the Oriental } 
Hotel which it was originally intended to | 
lease and refit. 

A shareholder asked what the directors ; 
intended todo? So much delay had occur- 
red that tle sharehqlders were anxious to 
know what was to be done. 

The chairman replied that as soon as the

He also stated that the Directors had writ- 
ten to Mr Pollard urgivg him to use every

GOVERNMENT OF TILE CHINESE, 


Tose who are accustumed to insist on the 
utter want of. ‘material,’so to speak, in 
the Chinese constitution to form a res- 
pectable and ‘law observing ‘community, 
would do well to consult the notices which. } 
occasionally appear in the Australia and 

California papers. These go far to prove | 
that, under Western rule, this people pos- 
sess in an eminent degree qualifications 
which tend to render them good and use- : 
fal citizens. In California. for example © 
we find that there are at present 58,000. 
Chinese, amongst whom the petcentage of ; 
crime is less than that found. amongst an 
equal number of almost’ any other race. 
A peeuliar arrangement seems -to.exiat, 
however in California which may have 


which we allude. The following extract 
from the Alta vill illustrate our meaning, 

“The following figures shaw the actual 
number of Chivese’ in California, as ap. 
pears from the bocks of the six companies 
into which all the Chinese im the State are 
divided: Ning Yeong Co, 15,000; 
Young Co. 11,000; Sam Yup Co., 
10,500; See Yup Cv., 9,000; Hop Wo 


Co, 8,500; Yan Wo Co., 3,800; total, 
58,300. More than-enc-fourth of the en- 
tire number in the State are employed, 
at this time on.the Pacific Railroad, and 
other publicimprovements, tlalfas many 
more ore engaged in manufacturing wool- 
Jen gouds, cigars, &e., &e.3 at least 10,000 
in ‘washing, and a considerable number 
in agricultural pursuits.” 

These figures surely suggest some 
doubts as to the absolute want of the quali- 
fications we have alluded. to amongst this 
people. It is strange that, under British 
dominion, natives of China should sv often 
be found troublesome; but the explanation 
is easy. With the exception of Australia, 
where the Chinese are amongst British in- 
stivutions as well as under British dumi- 
niou, those places in which-Chinese «are 
settled in any numbers, labour under the 
fatal defect of being governed. by a policy 
which. may: be termed the “ respevt-their- 


- prejudices” policy. We in fact attempt to’ 


‘vindicate the strong arm.of British law 
while permitting the existence of customs 


at utter variance with any respect for that 
law. . Here in ILongkong for the first time. 
after a system of government with respect to 
the natives so disuraceful that the present 
foreign occupants of the island—tley. can 
hardly be termed +> colonists”: in the true 
meuning of the term—can scarcely believe 
it to be & fuet, a. Gurernor’ has appeared 
who-has buth the will and: power.to cleanse 
tlic islandof the moral crime and physical 
fikh which the previous pigtail worship- 
ping policy had allowed and: encouraged 
tu accumulate therein, and we may some 
day hope, under the new regime, to have 
a body of uative coloni-ts equally well 
conducted with those of Califurnia. Jt 
is this policy of strictly: enforcing Ameri-

A Wate rnounp Honam. 


Of all the cities of China I think without 
duubt Canton is to us the most inter- 
esting. It is a city which has been from 
time immemurial the seat of Vice-royalty; 
it has vever snifered destruction, either by 
fire or by sword, and ithas held its own 
throughout all the ‘troubles of the rebel- 
lion; it was, until very recently, the great 
emporium of foreign trade, and as such it 
numbered amongst its citizens suive of the 
wealthigst men of the Empire. ‘There are 
I suppose more fine public buildings, more 
ceremony and state, more wealth and os- 
tentation and a more thorough Chinese air 
generally about everything coanevted: with 
Canton than about any other city of China, 
not’ even excepting the capitals The 
“tarbalent pupulation” of '‘auton are but 
au dream of the past, for nowhere have I 
mixed with a people more docile, friendly, 
aud hospitable than the Cantonese of today, 

My friends were living in a lurge mat- 
shed on the new settlement of Shameen. 
It is almost impossible to give an idea of. 
these matsheds to a stranger. They are 
composed of nothing but bamboo and mat- 
ting and form a dwelling quite palatial in 
its way, but especially adapted for coolness

‘These jars containing the remains 
of these holy men ure ranged in an open 
shade and have received the nickname of 
‘potted. priests.” ‘he cenotaphs which 
are their last resting places are striking 
looking sepulchres like most Chinese graves 
in the form of the Greek .‘‘ Omega,” which 
is a curious aud somewhat suggestive fact. 
In the garden are two trees, one of which 
has growu completely through the stem of 
the other, and in the Temple are preserved 
animals of many descriptions devoted to 
sacred* purposes, Amongst these were re- 
cently some very fine pigs, oue of which 
was stated to be upwards ofa hundred 
years old, perfectly blind and unable to 
move. This sacred pig and many of his 
aged brethren however took it into. their 
heads to die 2 short time since and their re- 
. presentatives have no very striking features. 
The nuniber of dogs about tis temple, 
as indoed every where in Obina, is very 
troublésome ; they are fine wolfish looking 
animals with lots of pluck, if properly, de- 
yeloped, and have very formidable teeth.

THE BARQUE “MARY 
LAWSON.” 


Loss or TweEtvs. Lives. 


Tur following account of the wreck of the 
above vessel, from Sydney to Shanghai, 
was furnished to the Sydney Herald by Mr. 
John Miller, chief officer of the ship:— 

On June 6th left Port Jackson for Shang- 
hai, with light variable airs from the west- 
watd; at 2 p.m. the pilot and tug left the 
ship; at 4 p.m. the wind hauled to the 
N.E. with an increasing breeze; we took in 
all the light sails, the wind veering from N, 
to W., still standing to the eastward. On 
the 8th the wind hauled into the southward; 
set topmast and lower studdingsails on the 
port. side, the captain giving the course 
N.N.E:, which course was. duly’ steered. 
On the 9tb, set. the studdingsails on both 
sides, At 5 p.m. passed between Howe's 
Island ‘and Ball’s Pyramids. “Everything 
went. on as usual. At8 p.m. the captain 
said tome that he did not think we would 
see any more islands, rocks, or shoals be- 
fore to-morrow forenoon, the course being 
north by west throughout the afternoon. 
At 8 p.m. the captain also left orders that 
if the wind hauledany more, to keep the 
ship a little more to the eastward. On the 
10th, about 1 a.m., the wind veered a litile 
to the eastward, and at 2 a.m., while the 
second mate was in the act of jibbing ship
